| ER KRASSIN IN ARCTIC, July 12. 
|} —Capt. Alberto Mariano and Capt. 
| Filippo Zappi, pilot and navigator 

of the North Pole dirigible Italia, 
| without food for 13 days and seem- 
ingly doomed to an agonizing 
' death, were rescued today by the 
| powerful Russian icebreaker Kras- 
| sin. 

The almost ainbelievable story 

of their rescue was darkened by 
‘news that Dr. Finn Malmgren, 
‘noted Swedish meterologist and 
leader of the little group that set 
out 43 days ago to bring help to 
the stranded crew of the .talia, had 
died 30 days ago. 

Starving and exhausted, but still 
standing guard over the body of 
their comrade, the two Italians 
were taken aboard the Krassin at 
\7 o’clock this morning. A few 
‘minutes later the sturdy vessel 
turned its bow eastward to con- 
tinue its rescue efforts in behalf of 
five of the Italia’s men atill ma- 
rooned near Foyne Island. — 

Mariano’s leg was frozen, 
his companion was quite well. 

Had Given Up Hope. 

Mariano and Zappi said that 
they had given up hope in what 
seemed to them their last agonizine 
moments in the icebound world 
that had hemmed them in for so 
many days, when suddenly the so- 
viet airplane with Pilot Chukhnov- 
sky appeared out of the low-hang- 
ing mist. 

Startled by the roar of the mo- 
tors coming out of the vast si- 
| lence, the two men said thev 
leaped to their feef and waved 
frantically to the flyer who circled 
above them. A new hope for life 
surged through them, and from 
that moment until the Krassin ruc- 
ceeded in making its way close to 
them through 20 miles of ice- 
packed sea, they felt they were 
safe. 

Starving as they were and dying 
inch by inch, the plane bore a 
promise of life, but for the mo- 
ment this promise was not destined 
for fulfillment, and 36 hours of 
further suffering was still before 
them. The plane could pot land, 
but Chukhnovsky, disregarding his 
own peril from a forced landing 
on Northeast Land, directed the 
Krassin by wireless to the spot 
where the two men were huddled, 
Piunges Through Ice All Night. 

All last night the Krassin 
plunged again and again through 
| the thick mass of ice floes 
through the 20 mil ‘” sea that 
'separated it from the dying men. 
' At.5 o'clock this morning the cap- 
_tain on the bridge saw a human 
figure on an ice floe. 

Two hours later the ice breaker 
drew alongside the tiny group on 
‘the floe. One of the men stood 
waving faintly a tattered flag. The 
second lay exhausted on the ice, 
and beside him was the body of 
Dr. Malmgren. 

The doctor, although widely ex- 
perienced tn Arctic life, had been 
harder hit by the accident to him 
when the gondola crashed than he 
| knew and was not equal to the 
‘long and difficult journey before 
‘him. He died a month ago from 
cold and exhaustion near Brock 
Island.
